Scarcity of Chestnut Ooal. 

‘¢+Tnere is not a ton of chestnut coal in the 
city except what I have,’”’ saida leading coal 
dealer this morning in conversation with a 
Post-DIsPaTCH representative. ‘*Do you 
mean tosay that the other dealers are all out 
of small coal?’’ ‘**That is it exactly; they ran 
out three weeks ago. I hada thousand tons 
on hand then, but it is pretty nearly all gone 
now.”

famine in St. Louis is not 
oply probable but certain. There is no 
chestnut coal here and it cannot be had. 
Eastern dealers cannot begin to fill their or- 
ders, ard then there is agreat scarcity of cars, 
The consumption of anthracite coal in the 
West bas doubled within afew years, butt2e 
production of the smalter varieties has not 
increased at all. Chestnut coal has been se!l- 
ing at $7 50a toninSt. Louis, but is certain 
to be up in a few days to a much higher 
figure. ‘*I could get $10 a ton for every ton 
of coal I bave,”? said the dealer referred to. 
People who haveu’t laid ina supply willin all 
probability have to use bituminous coal in 
their base burners, and that verysoon. The 
coal isn’t bere, and it can’t be had except in 
very small quantities.

He had beard nv 
complaints since the new sheds had been 
erecied, although once ina while a pas-eager 
grup. bled about something oroth:r. Hesaid 
this yenerally occurred when a man had 
missed a train or bad stood outin the wet 
for an hour or two waiting for ams incoming 
train that was behind hand. He called the 
attention of the reporter to the ¢ fticieucy of 
the service at the depot, and said ihat every- 
thing that was possible was doaeto promote 
the comfort and add tothe convenience of pas- 
senge:s and travelers. Mr. Van Dyna said 
that the dripping from the sheds 
was occasioned by the freezing of 
the gutters and spouts. He thought 
no one necd be inconvenienced by this, as 
elegant and commodious Waiting rooms were 
provided for travelers at the depot, anda 
man that would stand outside and get wet 
de-erved to be drowned. Afterwards tae 
reporter saw several of the generai managers 
of roads !eading into St. Leuis, but few of 
them knew anything abouttbe new Union 
Depot and ali cared less. As Mr. McKissock 
expressed it, ‘‘fhey paid their quotas of the 
expense of the concern andthere their respon- 
sibility ended.’’

The bodice was shirred 
in points front aud back, and around the 
shoulc’e:s was a cape of China crepe trimmed 
with wice Valenpviennes lace caught together 
at the thieat by a cluster of gloire de Dijon 
roses and aspray of purple pansies. The Du 
Barry bat ef purple velvet was trimmed with 
white luce and shaded ostrich tips. A third 
Jacy was dressed in satin of a beautiful gold- 
en fawn color trimmed with dark blue polka 
Gotted velvet. The skirt was cut into 
square panels and faced with Surah. Between 
ecch panel was a fan-like insertion of the vel- 
vet. A broad scarf of Persian silk brocade, 
showing exquisite shades of gold, blue and 
dashes of scarlet, was draped across the skirt 
in an odd fashion, giving a quaint and Ori- 
ental effect totbe dress. The Sabot-shaped 
sleeves ended at the elbew and were met by 
long chamois: colored kid gloves embroidered 
with blue lobelia flowers. The caleche bon-

Polk, Calhoun, Buchanan.

President Polk was nearly fifty years of 
age when be was inaugurated, and was no 
novice in public life, having served for four- 
teen years in Congress, apa for two years as 
Governor of the State of Tennessee. He was 
aspare man of unpretending appearance and 
middle stature, with arather small head, a 
full, angular brow, penetrating dark gray 
eyes and a firm mouth, His hair, which he 
wore long and brushed back behind his ears, 
was touched with silver when he entered the 
White House and gray when he leftit. He 
was a worthy and weil qualified member of 
the fraternity of Freemasons and a believer 
in tbe ereed of the Methodists, 
alihouch out of deference to 
the religious opinions of bis wife, he attendet

Mis. Polk was a strict Presbyterian, and 
She shunned what she regarded as “the 
vanities ot the world?’ whenever it was pos- 
sible for her todoso. She did not possess 
the queenly grace of Mrs. Madison, or the 
warm-hearted hospitality of Mrs. Tyler, but 
she presided over the White House withgreat 
dignity. She was of medium height and size, 
with very black hair, dark eyes and complex- 
ion, and formal yet graceful deportment. At 
the inauguration of her husband she wore a 
black silk dress, a long black velvet oak with 
a deep cape, trimmed with fringe and tassels, 
anda purple velvet bonnet, trimmed with 
satin ribbon. She would not permit 
dancing at the White House, but she @id all 
in her power to render the Adminstration of 
Mr. Polk popular. One morning a lady found 
her reading. -‘‘I have many books pres ented 
to me by the writers,”? said she, ‘and J try 
to read them all; at present this is not possi- 
ble, but this evening the author of this book 
dines with the President, and I could not be 
so unkind as to appear wholly ignorant and 
unmindtful of his gift.”’. At ene of her even- 
ing receptions a gentleman remarked: 
‘*Madam, you have a very genteel assemblage 
to-night.” *Sir,’? replied Mrs. Polk, with 
perfect good humor but very significantly, “I 
hever have seen it otherwise.’’ 

Jobn C. Calhoun had expected to remain in 
the Cahimet as Secretary of State, and he did 


s not hesitate to sav that he was sacrificed to 


appease the wrath of Mr. Van Buren. Ac- 
cordipgiv James Buchanan became Mr. 
Pelk’s Secretary of State, and Mr. Calhoun 
soon returned to the Capitol as a Senator 
from South Carolina to engineer the exten- 
sion of sluvery,free trade and State sovereign- 
ty. His appearance indicated that he was 
over threescore years of age. Bushy 
eyebrows overshadowed deep biue 
eyes, which gleamed like stars; 
his furrowed forehead and gaunt 
cheeks showed great mental activity and 
care, and his thin lips had the melancholy 
look seen in the portraits of Dante. His long, 
coarsegbair had become gray, and he wore it 
brushed back in masses from his high fore- 
head. One morning, ashe was sitting for 
bis portraitin the studio of Mr. Kellozg, 
be said tothe writer of these reminiscences: 
‘*T have always endeavored to dress with a 
simplicity that would not attract notice, and 
I have succeeded, with the exception of my 
hair. When l wore it short the letter-writ- 
ers used always to have something to say 
about it. and now that itis lonzI fear that 
it attracts equal attention.’? Speaking of 
autographs, he remarked that his original 
handwriting was round and clear, but that 
when he was at the Litchfield Law School his 
hastein taking cotes changed it. It was 
then as erratic and bold as were his move- 
ments inthe daysof nullification. 

Mr. Buchanan was then in the prime of 
life, and his stalwart frame, fair complexion, 
light blue eyes, courtly manners and scrupa- 
lously neat attire prompted an English visi- 
tor—Mrs. Maury—to say that he resembled a 
British nobleman of the past generation, 
when the grave and dignitied bearing of men 
in power was regarded as an essential attri- 
bute tothbeir office. Although a bachelor, 
he kept house on F street, nextto the abode 
of Jobn Quincy Adams, where his accom- 
ero ty niece presided at his hospitable 

oard. He faitbfuly carried out the foreign 
policy of President Polk, but never let pass 
an opportunity for advancing his claims to 
the succession, with refreshing humility.

His Value Assessed at Twenty Thou- 
sand Dollars by an laodigunart Wife— 
ramatic Sceaes in a

Yooster street, this city, whica was owned 
by the widowed mother of Augusta, who was 
at that time « prepossessing voung girl. The 
latter occtipled the lower floor with her 
mother. Auygustaand Mr. Kacesey soon be- 
came sO witimate that the piaintift grew sus- 
picious. Ina ISilthe gir! left her mother’s 
house and wentto live in Alien street, where 
her board was paid by Kneesey, with whom 
she subsequently went to New Eagland, and 
several children were born to them. Tuey 
were inarried in IS;s, Mrs. Iineesey havinz 
previously obtained a divorce from him. De- 
fendant pleads the Statute of Limitation, shea 
beisgz alminor when the alleged offence took 
piace. 

Albert D. Kneeseyvy was undergoing exim- 
ination fortbe prosecution when his litle 
son, 2 boy about five years of ave, run from 
his mother’s side overto tobe witness’ chair, 
and catching his father by the knees cried, 
**Papa! fire! tire!’ looking up at the ceiling 
and pointing as he did sotothe large cluster 
chandelier which was durnipg brightly over- 
head.

A Healthy Prospect for the Provision 
Business. 


The pork packing season opens more pros- 
perously in St. Louis than ever before. The 
receipts of bogs were unusually Jarge all the 
fall, and about the first of November the 
packers commenced and have been running 
with a full head of steam ever 
since. The present cold spell 
has been verv advaniageous to business, and 
the prospect now is that St. Louis will pack 
fully one third more hogs than ever before. A 
reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH was in the 
“provision corner’? of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change this morning and interviewed two or 
three gentlemen on the prospects of the pack- 
ing season. 

MR. M. M’ENNIS, 
of the well-known houseof Francis Whitta- 
ker & Sons, said he never before had seen the 
packers so busy this early in the year.

The Missouri Immigration Society this 
morning received the followimg very intere-t- 
ing letter from Dr. I. G. W. Steedman, @ dis- 
tinguished St. Louisan, who will be remem- 
bered as one of the most efficient fish commis- 
10ners the State has ever had: 

CONTINENTAL HOTEL, PARIS, FRACE, 

NOVEMBER 8&8, I&sv. 
Secretary Missouri Immigration Society: 

DEAR S1R—You willconfer a favor by mail- 
ing me 2 copy of the Handbook of Missouri, 
and, as published, the succeeding publications 
of the society. Asa Missourian and resident 
of St. Louis, I am deeply interested 
on the subject of immigration. Having left 
St. Louis on the first of June, this year, witb 
my family, I have madea tour of England, 
Ireland ana Scotland, a large portion o; 
France, Southern Germany and Switzeriand. 
I find the working classes in these countrie~ 
thoroughly imbued with the desire to emi- 
grateto America. Our recent great pro3- 
perity has stimulated this emigration 
fever. Most of the above men- 
tioned countries are still suffering 
from hardtimes. Addtothis the exhaust- 
ing effectsof the huge stsnding armies o? 
Europe «nd itis easily:een why the working 
classes are glad totake refuge in Americs. 
The dissemination of tne s-ciety’s puodlica 
tionsameng these people must accomplisao 
greatresults. Whenthe finances of theso- 
ciety will permit, I would earnestly sugyest 
that it print its publications in 
other languages than Enoaglish. German 
publications especially would reich a large 
populatian in Germary and = Switzerland, 
from the ag? cultural and mechanical ciasses 
so much neeved in America, especially in 
Europe. Ithusbeen my good fortune to visit 
many localities during the annual Octovder 

fairsor festivals of the agricultural and orrer 
working classes. I have mingled among 
them, and have found ‘hat assoon «8 vouare 
knowntobean Awerican, vou become at 
onee the center of yreat attraction. 
‘You have come from the land of 
plenty’? where people can get home- of their 
own. The great shipment of food from tae 
United States to Europe is tbe crowning ar 
gument. West we bave no great standing 
army to consume the substance of our coun- 
trvandtake husbands and sons to war and 
death, leaving feeble women to labor inthe 
lieids, Yours Very truly.

ho Municipal Gas-Light Com: 
pany and its Little Scheme. 


Some of the True Inwardness of the 
Water-Gas Concern, 


There is pending before the City Council 
anjordinance granting a franchise to the 
Municipal Gas-Light Company to erect and 
maintain works, to lay pipes and mains and 
to manufacture and sell gas for illuminating 
purposes. This measure has only been heard 
of at intervals during the past three years 
and a half, and has not received the attention 
it merits at the hands of the public. The Mu- 
nicipal Assembly had bardly organized under 
the charter when this bill was presented to the 
lower house. ‘The incorporators of the com- 
pany are Joseph A- Monheimer, Vernon 
Knapp, Felix G. Fox, Wm. H. Hatch and D. 
P. Rowland. The delegates were slow to 
grasp the advantages of passing the ordin- 
ance, although the company in the ordinance 
agreed to bind itself to charge but $1 50 per 
thousand feetforgas. The lack of confidence 
in the scheme may have been due to the man- 
ifest presence of a great deal of Missouri Re- 
publican in the new company, orit may 
have been born ina doubt as to whether, if 
ihe framechise was granted, Messrs. Knapp, 
Fox & Co. had the megans,even if they had 
the disposition, to erect and maintain gas- 
works. At any rate, after a hundred com- 


mittee meetings and almost unparalleled lob- 
bying the bill was carried through the Lower 
House last session by a small majority. It 
was then sent to the City Council, and now it 
rests before a committee composed of Messrs. 
Rowse, Larimore and Parks. One meet- 
ing has been held already, at which Messrs. 
Fox and Knapp were present. Mr. Fox earn- 
estly pleaded his cause,but the committee ad- 
journed without givimg the matter any defin- 
ite attertion. There are ugly rumors afloat 
about this measure, and itis intimated that 
the franchise is desired to be obtained onl? to 
be disposed of. A gentleman intimately ac- 
quainted with this matter stated this morn- 
ing that the head and front of the movement 
is Joseph A. Monhbeimer, of New 
York. Mr. Monbeimer is ono 
ofthe owners of the water gas patent. At 
the time of the Tweed ring exposure, 
Monheimer figured with Jimmy O’Brien 
in connection with a water meter 
contract. About four years ago he came out 
to St. Louis and formed the acquaintance of 
Vernon Knapp and Felix Iox, who were at 
that time law partners, and entered into an 
arrangement with them toform thiscompany. 
The other gentiemen were induced to come in 
in order to make the necessary members to 
incorporate. Mr. Knapp was _ subse- 
quently appointed Assis ant City Coun- 
selor, but bas newer thought it worth 
while to withdraw from the com- 
pany or to cease his active efforts in behalf 
of the pending bill. This 1s at least a sub- 
ject of remark. Representatives of the ex- 
isting gas companies state openlv their be- 
lief that this franchise would be offered them 
for purchase if it were obtained. Felix Fox 
is quoted as having said to several different 
parties, that he only wanted to see the bill 
fair and get his money outof it, and then he 
would be satisfied. It is sup- 
posed that he would then de- 
vote his time to the working of 
his Mexican mines. Itis not anticipated that 
Mr. Knapp would abandon the practice of 
thelaw. Avery ugly rumor is in circulation 
ibat Mr. John Rude, while in the City Coun- 
ci], was offered stock in this company,by one 
of the outside workers, in sucha manner as 
to give rise toa suspician that bribery was 
aitempted. The opponeuts of the bili have 
provided themselves with a number of afh 
davits from leading hotel keepers and others 
of New York, stating that the Municipal 
Gaslight Company of that city after 
‘securing their patronage and contracting to 
furnish gas at $1 50 per thousand sold out to 
another company which raised the price to 
Counsel has been employed to appeal 
the bill, and at the next meeting of the com- 
pany aflidavits and arguments will be pre- 
sented which will give the proceedings a racy 
lavor. It would cost one anda quarter mil- 
lion dollars to equip the new company for 
ihe manufacture of gas.
